REPORT  OF 

PUBLIC     LIBRARY 

connissiONERs. 


The  amount  appropriated  by  the  town,  $100,  each  year 
for  ten  years,  and  the  interest  on  $1000  deposited  by  J.  W. 
Dodge,  also  for  ten  years,  for  the  use  of  the  Ubrary,  has  been 
expended  for  books  as  it  became  due. 

There  are  at  present  502  volumes  in  the  library.  Larger 
accommodations  will  soon  be  needed,  for  the  library  has  out- 
grown its  present  room. 

Those  interested  in  the  P^nfleld  Library  Association  have 
intimated  that  upon  certain  conditions,  they  would  present 
their  library  of  more  than  1000  vols.,  to  the  town. 

We  suppose  these  conditions  to  be  that  the  whole  library 
shall  be  stationed  in  commodious  library  rooms  at  North  En- 
field. If  this  arrangement  could  be  made  and  accepted  by 
the  town,  the  town's  people  would  have  a  Hbrary  of  more  than 
1500  books  to  select  from,  free  of  all  charge.  The  difference 
between  that  arrangement  and  the  present  would  be  that  there 
would  be  catalogues  of  all  the  books  so  that  each  one  drawing 
books  could  have  one.  Those  living  at  a  distance,  as  Enfield 
Ctr.  and  beyond,  would  write  several  number^  on  a  card,  whicli 
card  would  be  sent  by  the  stage  to  the  library  and  the  books 
sent  back  in  the  same  way  without  charge. 

The  people  of  the  town  would  then  have  free  use  of  1500 
books  instead  of  500  as  now. 

The  Commissioners  present  this  idea  in  their  report  that 
the  citizens  may  consider  it  for  what  it  is  worth.
